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It is declared that : 



1. I, Jay S. Schneider, Ph.D., am the inventor named in the above-identified patent 
application. 

2. Attached is Exhibit A (Figure 1) which describes the results of three separate 
sets of experiments that I performed in order to study the effects of ACPC on (Fig. 1A) 
dyskinesia, (Fig. IB) dystonia and (Fig. 1C) levodopa (L-Dopa) peak efficiency. Three 
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(Fig. IB) dystonia and (Fig. 1C) levodopa (L-Dopa) peak efficiency. Three hundred sixty mg/kg 
ACPC was administered to a parkinsonian adult cynomolgus monkey with an established 
therapeutic response to L-Dopa, together with 45 mg/kg of L-Dopa and 50 mg^of the «^ 
peripheral do{>a decarboxylase inhibitor benserazide. Each experiment was performed in 
triplicate and ^he symptomatic benefit was assessed by raters blind to treatment conditions. The 
results in Figure 1A show that treatment with ACPC decreased the severity and frequency of the 
dyskinesia by approximately 30% although ACPC did not have an effect on dystonia or the peak 
dose efficiency^ of L-Dopa (Figures IB and 1C).
